Do not try to win the editors of America 
by writing poems beginning:

Seriously, Adelbert, I would suggest that 
vou make a bold dash for success by writing 
things that other people are 1 ot writing, 
thinking things that other people are not 
thinking, and saying things that other peophs 
are not saving. You will say that this advice 
is easier to give than to take, and I agree 
with vou. But the tendency of the age is to 
wear the same style of coliar and coat and 
hat that every other man wears, and to talk 
and write like other men; and to be frank 
with you, Adelbert, I think it is an infernal 
shame.
